LONDON, Nov. 4.—The Duke of Windsor is not going 
to the United States to study labor conditions. He is going 
for the same reason that he went to Germany: to further 
fascist—and specifically Nazi—propaganda. 

Whether or not the Duke is fully aware of all that is 
happening, he has become a pawn in a game of political 
and social intrigue whose chief players are in Berlin and 


London. 


Among the leading actors in this grotesque and yet 
sinister “drama of high life” are (in approximately that 
order of importance): Joachim von Ribbentrop, Neville 
Henderson (British Ambassader to Berlin), the Aga Khan, 
the Duke and Duchess of Windsor, Lord Londonderry, 
Lady Cunard, and a whole host of young ex-officials of the 
British Court, semi-fascist adventurers and some gentle- 
men in the City of London, creditors of the Duke and 


Duchess of Windsor. 


BEDAUX HAS FASCIST GOAL 


It is highly apropos that for his American tour he 
has been taken in tow by Charles E. Bedaux, the developer 
of the Bedaux speed-up system, who has strong fascist 
sympathies. Bedaux wants the Duke to grease the wheels 
of his own Society for Social Appeasement, a fascist move- 
ment which he is preparing to launch. 


The threads of the affair, of course, go back to the 


days before the abdication. 


It was no secret at that time in London that the Ger- 
man government saw in the association of the then Mrs. 
Simpson with the King, and her enormous influence over 
him, a perfect ready-made means of influencing British 


policy. 


It must be understood that under the peculiar circum- 
stances of London aristocratic life, there were at that time 
very few genuinely “aristocratic” houses whose mistresses 
were willing to receive the king together with his Amer- 


dean friend. 


“SALONS” OF PROPAGANDA 


There were, in fact, only a few of the very large 
“salons” of London to which they were invited. One of 
these was the home of the Londonderry’s, another that of 


Lady Cunard, 


The close association of Lord Londonderry with Gen- 
eral Goering and Joachim von Ribbentrop was already 


notorious.

SHANGHAI, Nov. 4.—The Chinese 
high command on the Shanghai 
front today angrily refuted claims 
by the Japanese that about 10.000 
of their troops had crossed Soochow 
Creek and established strong post- 
tions on the southern bank. 

Chinese machine guns concealed 
in concrete pill boxes and camou- 
flaged nests along the southern 
shore cut down Japanese forces as 
they attempted to cross the shallow 
stream. 

Only a tiny group of Japanese 
soldiers was able to establish a pre- 
carious foothold on this shore, for- 
tifying a single house which it was 
in momentary danger of losing un- 
der repeated Chinese onslaughts.

The elections showed, moreover, that 
wherever the masses had an adequate chan- 
nel for expressing their desire for progres- 
sive government, and particularly where the 
labor and progressive forces were INDEPEN- 
DENTLY ORGANIZED, there, liberalism 
triumphed and the camp of reaction suf- 
fered defeat.

This is shown both by the successes and 
the failures in Tuesday’s elections. New 
York and Detroit are cases in point. 


In yey wre as the Daily Worker pointed 
out in its front-page editorial yesterday, la- 
bor unity in the elections and the indepen- 
dent political organization of labor through 
the American Labor Party became the driv- 
ing force in welding together an anti-Tam- 
many front ranging from the Communist 
Party to progressive Republicans.

If we examine the results in other cities, 
conclusion is inescapable that the tides 
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of progressive political sentiment are run- 
ning higher than ever. And wherever thse 
tides were given a broad outlet, they over- 
whelmed the forces of reaction. 


This is shown in Pittsburgh where Mayor 
Scully, a Democrat, endorsed by both the 
CIO and the A. F. of L., was re-elected over 
a reactionary Republican. It is shown by the 
Victory of Democratic candidates for mayor, 
backed by the American Labor Party, in 
Buffalo, Troy and Utica. It is shown in the 
sweeping victory in Bridgeport, Conn., of the 
entire ticket headed by Mayor McLevy, who, 
though nominally a right-wing Socialist, ac- 
tually represents a much broader progres- 
sive movement, It is shown in New Haven, 
where the Democratic candidate, supported 
by both the CIO and the A. F. of L., defeated 
his Republican opponent. 


The New Jersey gubernatoriai race, in 
which Senator Moore, anti-New Deal Demo- 
crat, defeated the Republican, Clee, by the 
narrow margin of 44,000 votes, is an out- 
standing example of a situation where the 
voters were offered no real alternative as be- 
tween progress and reaction. This was 
largely due to the fact that the labor and 
progressive forces failed to play even a semi- 
independent role. 


The high vote for Clee undoubtedly ex- 
pressed the mistaken belief on the part of 
many voters that he represented the liberal 
opposition to Moore, stooge of the corrupt 
Hague machine. Actually Clee, after a brief 
flirtation with liberalism, tied up with the 
reactionary crowd of Governor Hoff man.

Allowing for all sorts of local variations, 
the strong progressive sentiment that has 
been manifested throughout the country is 
unmistakable. The election results show the 
need for organizing this sentiment through 
the strengthening and broadening of the in- 
dependent activity of the labor and liberal 
forces. 

The American people have demon- 
strated their desire to move forward to 
higher standards of living and ever-ex- 
panding democracy. That desire’ must be 
impresed on the special session of Con- 
gress which opens Nov. 15. Let the trade 
unions, farm organizations and other pro- 
gressive groups join hands in utilizing the 
advances made on Tuesday to win the en- 
actment of those measures so urgently 
needed by the masses of the people.

The Duke Gets 
A Cold Shoulder 


»The Duke and Duchess of Windsor may 
be the “world and all” to Hitler—but, just 
for that reason, their scheduled American 
“tour” is “persona non grata” with the la- 
bor and progressive movement in this 
country.

“woman I love,” he has made of himself a 
royal Charlie McCarthy for the fascist labor- 
haters and murderers of the people. 

His “tour” of Nazi Germany was nothing 
more than a disgraceful build-up for Hitler 
and Dr. Robert Ley, the man Hitler. has used 
to smash the German trade unions and to 
murder countless militant workers. Hitler’s 
butchery of the best sons of the German 
people, his barbarous suppression of every- 
thing decent and progressive in Germany, 
the Duke helped cover up with his ready 
Heil-Hitler Nazi salutes.

Keep your eyes on Brussels. 

Coming as it doés on the heels of a series 
of almost uninterrupted world diplomatic 
conferences it combines the questions and 
contradictions of them all adding the most 
potent one—the issue of war in the Pacific. Replete 
with vast dangers it algo has great hope. It marks a 
distinct departure from all other conferences because 
of the direct participation of the United States. It is 
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Berlin-Tokio axis 
of genuine international peace collaboration, at the 
very beginning strove to limit the Brussels Nine-Power 
Pact conference to purely a gabfest with a minimum 
of moral disapproval of Japan's aggression. 
Furthermore, these dangers were aggravated by 
British Tory and certain American imperialist efforts 
to use the Brussels meet for their own ends by “stop- 
ping” Japan with concessions at the ** of China.

Second, there is a grouping of the three leading demo- 
cratic powers, Britain, France and the United States. 
Thus far, the minimum aim of this group has been 
circumscribed by British Tory policy. 


The United States can change the course of this 
line-up and bring it closer to the third and most de- 


maneuvred cautiously, conservatively and in the orbit 
of the Tories. 


British Tory policy is particularly dangerous.

Many 
of the best haciendas in the valley 
are owned by Americans outstand- 
ng among which are the huge es- 
tates of Cornelius Vanderbilt Whit- 
new and of John Hays Hammond. 
BENEFITS PEASANTS 
President Cardenas ordérs specify 
that small estates be respected by 
the engineers. The operation will 
benefit peasant families of 13 vil 
lages.

In the state of Tamaulipas, two 
large haciendas have just been ex- 
propriated and divided among the 
peasants of the villages La Libertad 
and Misions Unidas. One estate of 
7.500 acres was given to 211 peons, 


while 25 Indian peasant families ro- 
ceived 5,400 acres.

The 1930 census puts the whole 
farming land of Mexico at 196 bil- 
lion hectareas or approximately 480 
million acres.

n in Central Park: A tine Indian summer 
day: Look at all that green grass. Like meeting an 
old friend a million miles from nowhere. Common—it 
covers the world, like the proletariat: I like grass better 


than orchids. Tired workers can rest on grass. The kids 


play football on it. It soothes the eye and satisfies the feet. 
Grass can take it. Why aren’t there more parks in New 
York? It's the most urbanized city in the world. All sub- 
ways, orchids and pale anemic faces. I was born and raised 
in this enormous dump, but I still get homesick for the 
beach, the desert, rolling hills, any sort of open country. Just a small 
town boy at heart. How do you figure it out? Hell, we are all full 
of contradictions. 

Let's buy some peanuts and feed the squirrels and pigeons. It 
rests the mind, and is a substitute for baking in the sun, or being out 
fishing. Listen to that gang of kids playing football. The language 
is hard as nails. “Christ, it's moider!” one shrimp in oversized shoes 
and sweat shirt yells. “Youse muggs is racketeers! Gyppin’ us out of 
that offside ball!” He's the smallest ltgliest and toughest of the lot. 
In twenty years will he be a gangster, a truck driver, a Tammany 
heeler, & dull pater familias or a Communist? Who can tell? Kids 
are especially full of contradictions—most of all, the slum kids. Look 
at him tackle that boy twice his weight. They're scared of him. With 
the right breaks, you could make a great man of that lad. He's got 
the old immortal fire—some sort of genius in his stunted carcass, 


Well, I must stop thinking. It's my day off. Workers are given 
a day off, but a writer has to take it by force. There's a lot of good 
social sense in the old Bible—six days shalt thou labor, and on the 
seventh, take it easy. Man is not a machine. Marx knew that and 
‘said it over and over. He fought the mechanists. But our cheap 
American boureois intellectuals always start with the assumption that 
Marx was a mechanist. They want to believe it, I guess. It's necessary 
to their refined form of red-baiting. 

Grass, trees, football, love, literature, art, the adventures of science 
—God, how rich and inexhaustible is life! We are fighting for lte 
we want Communism only because Communism can batter down the 
prison walls that shut up life. Give life a chance! 


What gets me is that most Communists feel this, but it doesn't often 
breakiro our journalism. Our press is too one-sided. It's an economic 
and political bulletin exclusively—it doesn't take all of life for its sub- 
ject. All right, you're in Central Park. No more crabbing. If the 
truth were told, you really believe that poetry is the most important 
thing in the world—and that's being one-sided, too. Just the same, 
look at a guy like Bill Foster—a great strike leader and Communist, 
but an old Irish bard at heart. 

I despise the little poets who think such a man is nothing but a 
strike-leading mechanism. If Foster had turned to literature, that 
great Irish heart would have poured out ballads and songs to stir a 
people—not your puny, sectarian cerebral stunts. But he put his 
poetry into another form. Darned if I know which form counts for 
the most in the grand total of life. Do you know, you shutaways? Tell 
your answer to the Central Park rocks, trees and squirrels. 


Well, I'm still brooding too much. Wish those kids would let me 
bust into their football game. Though we East Siders never played 
football when I was a kid—it was all baseball, basketball and boxing. 
Still, I could hold my own with these modern bantams, I guess. But I 
remember we always resented a big guy hogging his way in, and we 
were right. So I will gracefully pass on my way. 

The walks are crowded with New York workers taking their women 
and kids for a stroll. Walter Winchell never writes about this. But 
the rest of America gets its impression of New York from loud-mouthed 
Broadway rounders like Winchell. That night-club life, however, is 
just the scum on the ocean of prole New York. Well, why don’t 
we start a Sunday walking club? I'd be glad to join if enough Daily 
Workers came along. Sunday was never made for sitting at a type- 
writer.

n outrages in Danzig, says the protest

human methods of persecution used by the Nazis.” 


The appeal deserves every support. But if victims 
of Nazi pogroms are looking to that “believer in freedom and democ- 
racy” known as Westbrook Pegler, they'll look in vain. His column 

on fascists and Communists in the N. Y. World-Telegram of last Fri- 
day, is a pre-judged verdict that any victims of fascist torture “had 
gone around asking for it.” 

Communists, said Pegler, “had gone around murdering inoffensive 
triots, wrecking, mobbing, bombing, terrorizing, until . . . one set cf 
ugh guys in Italy and another set in Germany finally decided that 

they would rather die than submit to any more kicking around, and 
went into the streets to fight the Bolos according to their own rules.” 

Thus, for Pegler, the pimp Horst Wessel, becomes an “inoffensive 
patriot” whose death in a bar- room drawl justifies countless murders 
ot anti-fascists of all political shades. Thus, for Pegler, the Reichstag 
fire, which Hitler used as an excuse for seizing power, was realiy done 
by Dimitrov and co-defendants, not Goering, as proven at the trial. 

The middle class is invited, crookedly, to “prevent” fascism by 
adopting it, though to their ultimate victimization by it. 

Thus, in the hands of Roy Howard's specialist in political ignorance, 
sense becomes nonsense, Communists—or, indeed, anyone whom fas- 
cists persecute—become criminals, and fascism is praised. 

A glance at Italy will show that the Communist Party was formed 
only in January, 1921, and that the fascist terror began at Bologna 
in November the year before, with the violent overthrow of the newly 
elected Socialist Town Council and the sacking of the Labor Temple, 
and continued, killing not only Communists, but such really “imnoffen- 
sive patriots” as Matteotti, 

Will Pegler, who undertakes apologizing for fascism, kindly explain 
with names, dates and places, his lying sianders of “murders and 
bombing” from authentic and impartial sources. or keep his trap shut 
hereafter?
